Mr.  Chairman,  My  Lord,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
for  th^  year  ending  31st  December,  1963>  from  v/hich  it  v;ill  be  seen 
that,  in  general;  the  health  of  the  district  has  been  satisfactory, 

Vt'liilst  in  England  and  Wales  the  live  births  exceeded  deaths 
^  283,792,  so  also  in  the  St.  Thomas  Rural  District  the  live  births 
exceeded  deaths  by  5O;  but  the  live  birth  rate  of  15«3  was, 
nevertheless,  belov;  that  for  England  and  wales  (l8o2).  Of  those 
children  bom,  28  (or  49  =  8  per  1,000  live  births)  v/ere  illegitimate. 

The  standardised  death  rate  of  IC08  was  lower  than  that  for 
England  and  Wales  (l2c2)  and  as  in  previous  years,  the  chief  causes 
of  death  wore  heart  disease,  cerebral  vascular  lesions  and  cancer. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  infant  mortality  (deaths 
of  infants  under  one  year  of  age)  for  England  and  Y/ales  was  20.9,  the 
lowest  ever  recorded.  The  infant  mortality  for  the  St,  Thomas 
Rural  District  was  21.4  only  0.5  above  that  for  England  and  Wales. 

Of  the  11  infants  under  12  months  who  died  6  had  congenital 
malformations  « 


Regarding  infectious  diseases  (excluding  Tuberculosis) 

Measles  accoiinted  for  686  cases  and  sonno  dysentery  for  69.  In  all 
these  the  diseases  wore  relatively  mild  and  none  needed  to  be  admitted 
to  hospital  ai:d  no  deaths  occurred  from  these  diseases. 

The  v/ater  supply  to  the  various  parts  of  the  district  continued 
to  be  satisfactory  and  routine  sampling  of  the  v/ater  supplied  by  the 
Exmouth  bore  holes  at  Dotton,  the  North  Devon  Y/ater  Board,  the  South 
Devon  YA  'or  Board  and  the  Exeter  City  Corporation  v/ere,  in  general, 
all  satisfactory  in  quality  on  sampling. 

The  completion  of  the  Otter  Valley  SevTorage  Scheme  and  its 
official  opening  on  Friday,  8th  November,  I963,  was  another  milestone, 
in  the  improvements  to  the  sewerage  schemes  for  this  district  and  when 
the  Clyst  Valley  Sewerage  Scheme  is  completed  the  eastern  half  of  the 
district  will  be  satisfactorily  sewered  and  pollution  of  the  River  Exe 
greatly  diminished . 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the 
St,  Thomas  Rural  District  Council  for  their  enthusiasm,  interest  and 
great  help  shown  to  me  during  the  past  year  and  to  express  my 
appreciation  to  all  members  of  the  staff  for  their  continued  loyalty 
and  co-operation.

Compared  with  the  previous  year  the  total  births  showed  a 
decrease  of  4«  The  standardised  rate  per  1,000  ostima,tod  resident 
population  was  17.1,  which  was  lower  than  that  for  England  and 
Wales  as  a  whole  (I8.2). 

The  total  number  of  live  births  rogistered  in  England  and  ViTalos 
during  I963  wa.s  856,276  which  was  15,676  more  than  the  total  for 
1962,  and  represented  a  live  birth  rate  per  1,000  population  of  18.2.

Dui’ing  the  period  11th  June  until  17th  June,  3  Aircraft  each- 
carrying  approximately  80  students  arrived  at  your  Airport  from  Sweden. 
Many  of  the  students  come  from  Stockholm  district  v/hich  was  at  that 
time  declared  a  Infected  Smallpox  Area,"  All  but  one  of  the 

students  had  been  vaccinated  or  re-vaccinated  and  wci’c  in  possession  of 
valid  Certificates  of  Vaccination.  The  student  who  had  not  been 
vaccinated  v/as  an  eczema  patient  and  one  in  whom  vaccination  v/as 
contra-indicated.  Ho  was  placed  under  surveillance  for  14  days.  All  the 
Airport  staff  who  might  come  into  contact  with  passengers  were 
vaccinated  or  re'-vaccxnauod.

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TUEEECULOSIS 

During  I963,  21  now  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  (9  Males 
and  12  Females).  The  majority,  (16)  of  these  cases  were  clinically 
tuberculosis  of  the  lungs,  and  the  remainder,  (3)  tuberculosis  of  the 
other  parts  of  the  body. 

On  receipt  of  a,  notification  of  Tuberculosis,  the  housing  conditions 
milk  supply,  etc.,  arc  investigated  in  collabcration  v;ith  the  Chest 
Physician,  and  v;herc  necessary  the  appropriate  recommendations  arc  made 
to  the  Housing  Committco,

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  RJBLIC  HEl'.LTH  INSPECTOR 

1.  SL^.UGHTEBHOUSES 

The  number  of  slaughterhouses  licensed  remain  at  seven  and 
all  are  in  use.  The  days  on  which  killing  takes  place  varies  from 
six  days  a  week  in  the  largest  to  one  and  on  occasions  two  days  a  week 
in  three. 

To  maintain  a  reasonable  standard  of  hygiene  involves  constant 
vigilance  by  the  inspectors  particularly  in  general  cleanliness,  as 
although  the  butchers'  shops  are  kept  very  clean  some  butchers  arc 
reluctant  to  apply  the  same  standard  to  the  slaughterhouses. 

The  Exeter  City  Council  arc  in  the  process  of  building  a  now 
abattoir  at  the  Marsh  Barton  Trading  Estate  and  the  major  part  of  thi? 
slaughterhouse  is  in  the  parish  of  Alphington  and  I  understand  that  it 
will  be  completed  by  the  middle  of  next  year,  ijnicable  arrangements 
have  been  made  for  the  meat  inspection  at  this  abattoir  to  be  carried 
out  by  the  Exeter  City  Public  Health  Inspectors,  but  final  details 
had  not  been  settled  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

2.  MEAT  INSPECTION 

The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963^  came  into  force  on 
1st  October  and  required  a  much  more  detailed  inspection  of  all  animals 
killed  and  the  stamping  of  the  carcases  passed  as  fit  for  human  con- 
simiption.  The  Regulations  also  permitted  Local  Authorities  to  charge 
for  inspection  and  this  Council  adopted  the  maximum,  which  during  the 
three  months  brought  in  an  income  of  £A74»  17s.  Od,  As  this  charge 
also  applied  to  Messrs.  Eastmans  for  their  slaughterhouse  at  Longdown 
their  agreement  to  re— imburse  this  Council  half  the  salary  and  travelling 
expenses  of  one  inspector  was  cancelled. 

These  Regulations  ha,ve,  therefore,  placed  even  more 
responsibility  on  the  staff  and  the  necessity  of  more  time  being  devoted 
to  this  work,  particularly  at  the  slaughterhouse  at  Longdown  where 
killing  takes  place  on  six  days  a  v/eok  and  it  has  naturally  affected 
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other  duties-  In  December  I  asked  the  Public  Health  Committee  to 
appoint  another  Public  Health  Inspector  but  no  action  was  taken. 

The  100^  inspection  of  all  animals  slaughtered  was  again 
carried  out  and  necessitated  1,101  visits  to  slaughterhouses. 

The  total  number  of  animals  killed,  Table  A,  shov/s  a  decrease 
1^5  over  last  year  but  based  on  the  Minister*  s  units  represents 
Increase  of  10,A06  units  over  the  previous  year  due  to  an  increase  in 
steers  and  heifers  (264)  and  a  largo  increase  in  cows  (1,346).

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It  \7ill  be  noted  that  a  large  number  of  livers  v/erc  again 
found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption.  In  cattle  approximately  30% 
of  whole  livers  v/ere  condemned  and  if  part  livers  are  included  nearly 
60%  of  all  livers  are  found  to  be  affected,  mainly  with  cirrhosis. 

The  figure  for  sheep  is  20%.  Those  unfit  livers  represent  a  big  loss 
to  the  butchers  and  I  feel  this  should  be  noted  by  farmers  and  perhaps 
requires  some  action  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  fisheries  cS:  Pood. 

i.t  one  period  we  had  a  largo  number  of  sheep'  s  livers,  and 
to  a  loss  extent  lungs,  affected  v;ith  hydatid  cysts  and  over  50%  were 
condemned . 

The  mature  form  of  these  hydatid  cysts  affect  the  dog  v/ith  a 
tape  worm  knovrn  as  echinococcus  granulosus  and  it  is  the  dog  who  passes 
the  infection  on  to  sheep,  cattle  and  pigs  as  v7oll  as  man  and  it  is 
considered  one  of  the  means  of  transmitting  to  man  is  through  handling 
infected  dogs. 

The  incidence  of  human  hydatic  disease  in  any  country  is 
closely  related  to  the  incidence  of  the  disease  in  domestic  animals, 
being  highest  \7here  sheep  are  pastured  in  large  numbers,  but  is  not 
high  in  this  country,  the  highest  incidence  being  in  Wales. 

To  interrupt  the  life  cycle  of  these  parasites,  it  is  essential 
that  all  organs  containing  the  cysts  are  destroyed,

It  v;ill  be  noted  that  39  Informal  Notices  \:ore  complied  with 
and  it  v;as  not  necessary  to  talce  Court  Proceedings  to  secure  the  remedy 
of  any  nuisance  during  the  year. 

Also  under  the  above  Acts  informal  notices  were  served  on 
six  public  houses  requiring  improvements  in  their  sanitary  accommodation. 
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11.  PUBLIC  CLE.'JJSINrr 

In  this  district  public  cleansing  includes  refuse 
collection  and  disposal,  street  sweeping  in  the  principal  villages  and 
the  collection  of  litter  from  litter  baskets  and  bins  placed  throughout 
the  district  in  villages  and  laybys  on  main  and  trunk  roads,  but  does 
not  include  a  gully  cleansing  or  cesspool  emptying  service.  The 
general  scheme  of  public  cleansing  should  be  of  the  highest  standard 
as  it  is  something  which  is  alv/ays  in  the  public  eye  and,  therefore, 
visitors  and  ratepayers  judge  the  efficiency  of  the  Local  Authority 
from  the  standard  set. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  bulkiness  of  refuse  seems  to  be  still  on  the  increase  and 
naturally  as  the  district  grows  so  the  total  amount  of  refuse  collected 
increa,ses  with  it.  This  causes  somewhat  of  a  problem  as  some  of  the 
vehicles  we  are  using  are  still  the  old-fashioned  side-loader  type 
without  any  means  of  compaction  or  compression. 

I  would  re-itoratc  that  considero-tion  ought  to  be  given  in 
the  neai  x'uture  to  a  ’’back-door"  method  of  collection  instead  of  the 
present  "kerbside"  collection,  as  present  day  standards  should  be 
improved  and  a  real  benefit  given  to  the  ratepayer  of  not  having  to 
carry  out  their  own  bins  and  in  connection  therewith,  I  would  very  much 
like  to  see  a  changeover  to  the  disposable  paper  sack  method  v/hich  is 
the  most  hygienic  xmothod  apart  from  the  proper  dustless  loading  system. 

At  the  moment  the  area  is  divided  into  five  distinct  rounds 
but  the  probability  is  that  another  round  will  have  to  be  created 
sometime  during  the  coming  year  and  we  run  our  system  on  such  a  tight 
schedule  that  the  absence  of  one  man  can  upset  the  whole  scheme  of 
things.

During  the  past  year  it  has  been  found  that  v/o  have  constantly 
had  to  bring  the  spare  vehicles  listed  above  into  operation,  at  least 
on  an  average  of  one  day  per  weclc.  In  addition  ¥;e  have  a  1950  Karrier, 
Open  Tipper,  which  is  used  for  conveying  covering  materials  to  tip, 
collection  of  sv/cepings  etc.  and  the  Bristol  Duplex  dozer  v/hich  at  the 
end  of  the  year  had  been  in  operation  for  just  over  18  months. 

There  is  a  serious  need  for  at  least  one  now  vehicle  to  be 
provided,  if  possible  during  the  coming  year,  as  the  two  spare  vehicles 
despite  constant  attention  arc  becoming  unreliable  and  soon  will 
become  vn-^cadworthy. 

V/e  are  constantly  getting  demands  for  the  removal  of  bulky 
articles,  even  motorcar  bodies,  and  also  garden  refuse,  rubble  and 
similar  material  and  it  docs  appear  to  mo  that  Local  iluthorities  must, 
in  the  immediate  future,  face  up  to  their  responsibilities  in  the 
collection  of  such  materials  which,  in  my  opinion,  should  be  carried 
out  by  the  Local  Authority  free  of  charge,  otherwise  such  materials 
get  dumped  in  hedgerows  and  v;aysido  places,  thus  littering  the 
countryside  and  often  causing  serious  nuisance  and  danger  to  animals, 
children  etc. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  a  '/forking  Party  investigating 
methods  of  refuse  collection  and  each  authority  has  been  asked  to  make 
a  return  on  the  system  used  in  the  district  and  the  amount  of  refuse 
collected  and  the  cost  of  collection. 
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I  give  herevd-th  a  fev;  items  from  the  return  made.  In  most 
cases  the  figures  given  are  estimated.

in  one  year  and  when  one  considers  that  refuse  is  now  much  bulkier  and 
less  heavy  than  10  years  ago,  it  will  be  seen  that  thevreight  of 
refuse  collected  bears  little  relation  to  the  actual  amount  collected. 


STREET  SmPING 

A  street  sweeping  scheme  was  first  brought  into  operation  in 
i960  and  I  think  has  been  quite  a  boon  in  the  villages  in  which  it 
operates  and  we  never  seem  to  got  any  complaints  now  of  untidy  villages, 
in  fact,  in  many  cases  v;e  get  praise  for  the  way  the  sweepers  do  their 
v/ork.  There  is  a  permanent  staff  of  four  men  employed  on  this  and  in 
addition  there  are  7  part-time  sv/eepers  who  vrork  chiefly  at  weekends 
and  tidjr’  up  the  less  populated  villages.  The  cost  of  this  work  is 
partly  re-imbursed  by  a  13%  grant  from  the  County  Council. 

LITTER  COLLECTION 

Many  of  the  litter  bins  and  baskets  placed  at  strategic 
points  in  the  larger  villages  and  laybys  on  the  trunk  roads  are  nov; 
becoming  rather  dilapidated  and  v/ill  need  replacing  v/ithin  the  next 
tv/elve  months  or  so.  In  due  course  it  is  my  intention  to  place  before 
the  Public  Health  Committee  a  scheme  for  fixing  proper  stands  with 
disposable  paper  sacks  to  take  the  place  of  those  present  litter  bins. 
This  again  tends  to  make  for  better  tidiness,  litter  cannot  blow 
about  and  is  far  more  hygienic  both  for  the  traveller  and  for  the 
collector  and  therefore  makes  for  a  more  clean  looking  layby. 
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REFUSE  DISPOSJ'^L 

Disposal  is  still  by  controlled  tipping;  and  the  follovving 
tips  arc  still  in  operation.

The  Bristol  Duplex  Bulldozer  which  is  used  in  the  main  on  the 
Alphington  and  Exminster  tips  is  occasionally  conveyed  to  other  tips  as 
required  for  a  short  time.  This  dozer  has  done  excellent  work  and 
unfortunately  cannot  be  spared  for  any  lengthy  period  from  the 
principal  tips,  otheivise  they  soon  get  out  of  control.  It  may  become 
necessary  due  to  the  increased  amount  of  refuse  that  a  further  bull¬ 
dozer  \7ill  have  to  be  purchased  and  I  would  suggest  that  a  slightly 
heavier  one  should  be  considered  and  the  present  one  overhauled  and 
kept  for  conveyance  to  the  smaller  tips.  Bulldozing  has  proved  its 
value  in  many  ways  and  cut  down  the  work  of  disinfesting  tips  from 
the  fly  and  rat  menace  and  saves  a  lot  of  actual  manual  labour  on  such 
tips  T/hich  is  not  a  very  congenial  task.

Complaints  \;ere  received  regarding  the  condition  of  a  private 
swimming  pool  in  one  village  and  the  matter  was  investigated  and 
conditions  improved.  A  total  of  9  samples  v;ere  taken  from  this 
swimming  pool  and  6  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  only  private  Vvater  Company  in  the  district  ceased  to 
operate  in  June.  In  I887  to  commemorate  the  Golden  Jubilee  of 
Queen  Vi  :  \;oria,  Lady  Rolle  gave  a  piped  water  supply  to  the  village  of 
Colaton  Raleigh. 

This  v/as  administered  by  the  Colaton  Raleigh  Yi/’ater  Committee, 
who  levied  water  charges  and  paid  its  way.  In  recent  years,  this  supply 
has  become  unsatisfactory;  houses  on  higher  ground  cannot  be  siire  of 
supply  and  bacteriological  samples  showed  the  water  to  be  polluted. 

In  1961  the  mains  supply  was  provided  to  this  village  and  by 
June  of  this  year,  all  the  houses  on  this  supply  had  connected  to  the 
new  main  and  the  Committee  was  woimd  up. 

Ti  small  private  supply  for  this  village  gave  trouble  towards 
the  end  of  the  year,  as  the  pump  to  the  bore  hole  broke  dovm  and  water 
was  supplied  by  the  Exeter  City  Eire  Brigade.  In  pumping  the  v.’ater 
into  the  small  reservoir  this  churned  up  the  sand  in  the  bottom  and 
caused  the  v/ater  to  bo  badly  discoloured  to  a  number  of  houses.
